Nurses

For  the  nurse  or  the  administrator  in  hospitals  and  other 
health  agencies,  there  is  no  substitute  for  the  basic  bacca- 
laureate degree  in  nursing.  The  dynamic  role  of  the  nurse  in 
the  expanding  medical  field  of  today  has  created  greater 
demands  upon  nurses.  What  was  once  adequate 
preparation  for  their  profession  no  longer  suffices. 

Avila  College  offers  four-year  collegiate  program  in 
nursing  which  leads  to  a Bachelor  of  Science  in  Nursing 
Degree  (B.S.N.).  In  this  program,  which  is  based  on  a strong 
foundation  in  the  arts  and  sciences,  students  follow  a 
logical  course  sequence  to  assist  them  to  assume  their 
duties  in  preventive,  supportive,  and  rehabilitative  aspects 
of  nursing. 

The  course  of  study  combines  special  education  in  the 
theory  and  practice  of  nursing  with  general  education  in  the 
humanities  and  the  behavioral,  biological,  and  physical 
sciences.  The  nursing  students  are  a part  of  the  total 
college  community  and  participate  in  the  overall  excellent 
programs  in  all  departments. 

Avila  offers  a bachelor's  degree  in  other  areas  somewhat 
related  to  nursing:  chemistry,  biology,  natural  sciences, 
sociology,  and  pre-professional  (health-related  sciences  — 
medicine,  denistry,  public  health,  veterinary  science.)  For 
medical  technology  a four-year  and  a five-year  program  is 
offered  with  a major  in  medical  technoloqy,  bioloqy,  or 
chemistry. 


KRCHE  Telelecture 


Learning  by  telephone  is  an  effective  academic  and 
administrative  method  of  communication  and  Avila  is  a 
member  of  the  18  college  consortium  to  further  academic 
communication. 

The  Kansas  City  Regional  Council  for  Higher  Education 
(KRCHE)  is  one  of  the  oldest  educational  consortiums  in  the 
country  and  in  1966  a KRCHE  network  was  custom 
engineered  by  AT&T  to  allow  fast  and  efficient  exchange  of 
ideas  and  in-depth  discussion  between  the  18  member 
schools.  Each  school  is  connected  by  a 4-wire  private  line  to 
a 310  switching  system,  headquartered  at  KRCHE.  In  this 
manner,  notable  speakers  are  taken  to  member  campuses 
via  tele-lecture.

Student-Administrative-Staff  Group 

The  Student-Administration-Staff  Group  (SAS)  was 
formed  in  late  Spring,  1970,  to  provide  the  opportunity  for 
students  to  have  direct  access  to  the  officers  of  the  college. 
Its  formation  occurred  when  the  President  of  the  College 
called  together  the  persons  responsible  for  the  ad- 
ministration of  the  college  and  student  representatives,  to 
discuss  and  recommend  together  those  possibilities  which 
make  for  better  living,  learning,  and  working  situations  on 
the  campus. 

The  SAS  group  is  a very  special  campus  organization, 
believed  to  be  unique  in  college  circles.  It  is  composed  of 
nine  members  — the  administration  and  staff,  the 
president,  academic  dean,  dean  of  students,  assistant  dean 
of  students,  registrar,  residence  hall  moderator,  business 
manager,  recruitment  officer,  director  of  development,  and 
ten  students.  Students  are  three  seniors,  three  juniors,  two 
sophomores,  and  two  freshmen. 

SAS  is  not  a club,  nor  is  it  an  organization.  It  is  a team! 
The  purpose  is  cooperation;  the  aim  is  communication;  the 
end  is  in  sharing  and  its  spirit  is  openness. 

Meeting  frequently,  and  chaired  by  the  dean  of  students, 
discussion  is  on  an  agenda  submitted  by  the  members. 
Some  of  the  changes  that  have  been  brought  about  by  this 
very  effective  group  in  two  months  of  last  year  and  the  first 
six  months  of  this  year  are:  Saturday  shopping  trips  for 
resident  students;  getting  a school  newspaper  off  the 
ground;  students  news  items  in  a weekly  bulletin; 
telephones  in  student  rooms  in  resident  halls;  organization 
of  a Food  Committee;  setting  up  a better  check-cashing 
policy  for  student  use;  library  hours  on  Sunday  afternoons; 
and  a Continental  breakfast  served  daily  from  nine  to  ten 
o'clock. 

Projects  under  way  are  the  acquisition  of  a coin  change 
machine,  enclosed  and  locked  areas  in  lower  Carondelet 
Hall  for  resident  student  use  and  parking  stickers.

Fadden.  Teddy  Failoni  (Junior  Class  President),  Marty  Rupp

represent  the  Juniors.  Missy  Stewart  (Sophomore  Class 
President),  and  Mike  Shirley  are  in  attendance  for  the 
Sophomores  while  the  Freshmen  sent  Marybeth  Bazin 
(Freshman  Class  President),  and  Barbara  Neighbors.
